JUNK IS DETAINED. 


One of the biggest hauls of 
opium regorded’ for some time past, 
was Seized bys Revenue Officers, 
when they’ raided a juhk in the 
harbour on Wednesday night. 

Having been previously supplied 
with information, regarding an 
attempt by a syndicate to smuggle 
a consignment ‘ of Chinese-grown 


‘opium into the Colony, a party" of 


men in the preventive ° service 
planned a.surprise visit on a junk 
which was ‘anchored'off the fore~ 
shore at Yaumati. : 

The junk ‘was loaded to the 
brim with a cargo of stones, and 
it wag strenuous work removing 
these to reach that for which they 
were looking. Eventually, a num-, 
ber of sacks wore exposed to view, 
which,:.on being opened, were 
found to contain 56 taels of raw 
and 2,000 taels of prepared opium. 


The junk has. been detained, 


‘while it is also ‘reported that one 


or, two members of the crew were 
taken Into custody. 


The seizure is in the nature of a 
windfall for’ the _ Government.
